TN submitting to Parliament our Fifth Report of the Public Roads under our 
A charge, we have little more to observe than that they continue to be upheld 
in good condition, particularly those which, from being connected together, are 
under the control of intelligent superintendents. 

The expenditure for the year, it will be seen, has exceeded that of the pre- 
ceding one, which is fully to be accounted for by the wetness of the season 
and the increase of traffic through the country ; as also in consequence of two 
additional Lines of Road having been placed under our charge, commencing 
at Newmarket, in the county of Cork, and ending at Listowel, in the county of 
Kerry, consisting of nine miles in the former, and nineteen miles in the latter 
county, finished under the direction of Mr. Griffith, Civil Engineer, and which, 
with the exception of a short distance through the Bogra Mountains, complete 
the Public Roads in the South of Ireland intrusted to the execution of 
that officer.
